THE monthly crop report, issue d by 


the department at Washington, says of 
the 
growing crops 
in 
Indiana: 


Winter wheat and rye have rarely been 
in better condition at this Eea«on of the 
year. It also eoys that the remarkably 
warm and mild weather up to Decem- 
ber 1 has kept the pastures in fine con- 
dition, grazing bos remained excellent, 
and much grain, hay, etc., has been 
kept in fine condition with little feed- 
ing. The corn crop matured well, and 
tho hay crop has proved the most profit- 
able of the staple productions of the 
year. 


THE late cold weather, which the re- 


markably mild winters this locality has 
been having for several years, makes in- 
teresting tho following from tho pen of 


Hon. 
F. P. Randal), as taken from the 


history of tbe Maumee Valley. "The 
winter of 1831 in Fort Wayne was a 
most remarkable one. As early as the 
latter part of November snow began to 
fall and continued to lie upon tho 
ground until the middle of tho March. 
following. 
Tho settlors during this 


long season of snow had a surfeit of 
sledding with their roughly constructed 
'polo jumper.-',' and by frolics upon tho 
ico of the rifers sought lo enjoy the 
long and dreary winter. 
So intense 


much of tho time was the cold and the 
great depth of tho r-now that—although 
tbe settlers suffered but little from lask 
of food—tho animals of the forest were 
unable to find any prey, and the wolves, 
of which thero were a vast number 
throughout the northwest, were brought 
to puoh a stato of hunger that their 
fierce bowlings were nightly heard at 
Fort Wayne, and it was unsafe for the 
settlers to venture fir beyond the limits 
of the town. But even in this condi- 
tion the wolves would not make au at- 
tack upon m»u, nulebfl their numbers 
were BT.flieicnt t'j insure sacaePS. 
The 


Indians' stores gave out during this 
long winter and they snff'jroi much 
from hunger. 
Some of them, it was 


said, were reduced to sach a stato that 
they devoured carrion. Several of them 
w«ro i91od and eaton by the rblvoo," 


Afcer three weeks' work the sub com- 


mittee of the house and senate commit- 
tees on fees and salaries of state and 
county officers has prepared a bill which 
it will report to the chief committees at 
a meeting to night. 
The report will be 


practically unanimons, and tho bill as 
repotted by the sub-committee, in all 
probability, will be one that will be re- 
ported to both branches of the assembly 
with a recommendation that it pass. 


It is a salary bill, with no allowance 


of fees, except a percentage of them for 
certain state officers, Under its pro- 
visions tho governor is to receive 35,000 
annually, tbe secretary, auiiitor and 
tre»!-ur»r of state and the attorney gen- 
eral $3 500 each, the clerk of the su- 
preme court 53,000 and the tuporintend- 
eut of public instruction, but no salary 
is fixed for the reporter of the supreme 
court. The secretary, auditor and treas 
urer cf stato and clerk of the Miprtme 
court are to got 10 per cent, of all fres 
and salaries collected I y them. Tho 
falsriisof the governcr's privute ss 
tury and of all the chief deputies iu the 
srate offices are fixed at 81/200 each, 
with the exception of the deputy attor- 
ney general, who is to receive 8l,5f>0 
annually. The subordinate ckrks and 
assistants are to be paid salaries rangiug 
from $600 to 31,200 annually. 


For tho purpose of fixing the salaries 


of county officers, the counties of the 
stato are divided into nine classes, as 
follows: (1) Those having from 10.COO 
to 15,000 population, census of 1890; 
(2) those having 15,000 to 20,000 popu- 
lation; (3) those having from 20,000 to 
25,000; (4) those having from 25 000 to 
30,000; (5) those having from 30,000 to 
•10,000; (6) those having fiom 40,000 to 
50 000; (7) those having from 50,000 to 
60,000; (8) those having from 60,000 to 
70, and (9 those having a population 
above 70,000. In each class, all the 
county clerks, sheriff?, treasurers ond 
auditor?, are to receive exactly the same 
salaries and no fees of any kind. In 
tbe first class the amount of the salary 
of each is fixed at 81,000 annually, in 
the second 81,250, and from that it is 
graded up to the highest class (70,000 
population or over) in which the regu- 
lar salaries sre fixed at $3,250. 
In 


counties in which there is a population 
in excess of 20.000, and up to 70,000, 
tha county officers are to receive, in 
addition to the salaries named, 850 for 
each additional 1,000 inhabitants over 
the 
20,000 
limit 
in 
counties of 


more 
than 
70,000 population 
the 


officers are to get $3,250 salary and 825 
for each additional 1,000 inhabitants. 
Considering that Marion county has, in 
round numbers, 140,000 population, the 
auditor, treasurer, cle-'k and sheriff here 
would get about 85,000 each. All fees 
of every kind are to be paid into the 
county treasuries. The number and 
compensation of the deputies iu tho 
various offices era to bo fixed by tho 
board of county commissioners, and 
such deputies are to receive from 81.50 
to 84 a day, the latter to be paid only 
to the clerks in the various courts of 
Marion county. The pay of subordin- 
ate county officers is not to be inter- 
ft-red with, with the exception that that 
of county superintendents is to be re- 
duced from 84 to 83 a day. 


The membeEs of the eub committee 


are practically agreed upon the details 
above given, but are very much divided 
as to the date at which the proposed 
law should take effect. 
A majority of 


them favor the proposition that it 
should not take effect, except upon those 
officers yet to be elected. 
Mr. Barrel), 


chairman of the committee, wants it to 
take effect January 1, 1892, and Mr. 
Ader is leading the movement to have 
it take effect at once, No recommends 
tiou on this point will be made by the 
sub committee, 


OTHEU BUSINESS DONE. 


Standing committees reported against 


several bills and in favor of a few. One 
of the latter was Mr. Ewing's bill for 
the encouragement of the breeding of 
trotting and pacing horses; another was 
by Mr. Holland, for the protection of 
birds; another was a house bill provid- 
iug for the abolishment of the office of 
state oil inspector and the establishment 
of the state supervisor of oil inspection. 


The next bill called up for a third 


reading was thtt of Mr. Francis, It 
authorizes cities to condemn and take 
possession of land desired for park pur- 
poses anywhere within five rnilea of the 
city limite; provides that the common 
council may levy a tax of not more than 
one mill on the 8100 for tho mainten- 
ance of such parks, and gives the; mayor 
the appointment of a non-partisan board 
of park commissioners who shall serve 
without pay. 


Senator Oilman had a bill on which 


bis heart was set, and which was passed 
after the meaning of its provisions had 
been explained to various members who 
o'JiiM't understand them from reading 
them themselves. 
The bill provides 


that when streets are improved in towns 
of less than four thousand population 
tbe coat of tho improvement shall be 


assessed as follows, One-quarter to be 
paid by the lots fronting on the im- 
provement according to the camber of 
feet of their frontage; the second quar- 
ter to be paid by the same lots accord- 
ing to their assessed value, aud half the 
cost to be paid by all the real estate of 
the town according to its assessed value. 


The bill of Mr. Hudson to amend the 


law regulating street railroids was called 
up for its third reading. Its object is 
expressed in the following words: 


"Every company organized under the 


provisions of this act, shall permit the 
use of its track or tracks by any incor- 
porated suburban passenger railway 
company from the corporate limits of 
f uch city or town, for the purpose of re- 
ceiving and discharging passengers, 
whenever the common council or board 
of aldermen, or the common council or 
board of trustees of uiy f«ch city ^r t.>wn 
shall, l-y ordinance, fix t-uch cential 
P')int uml grant» right of-way thereto to 
t-uch suburban pas«i'g> r railway 00111- 
imcy upon or over any fheet, alley, 
road biijgeor pabliu highway of each 
city or toivn, now or llu-u oo.-u: ied iu 
whole or in p'.ri by ai>y strc-c-t railway 
company with cue or more tracsS." 


Mr. Stall, from the committee on :n- 


btirance, reported favorably upon Sir 
Cullop's i ill, rt quiring foreign iusur 
anoe comp^niis to keep on dt«pt sit cer- 
tain euttis of money in tho state tre-s- 
nry or collateral f eenrity. 


Mr. Oullop, the author of the bill, ex- 


plained that it provided that foreign 
insurance compaijieg should keep on 
deposit with the auditor of state or mu- 
nicipal bonds, or mortgages on Indiaia 
property. Such deposit shall be tub 
jeot to taxation, and any foreign com- 
pany failing to comply with tbe provi- 
sions of the bill shall pay 8100 for each 
day of fcuch failure, and any agent fail- 
ing to comply with the law should be 
fined from 8100 to 81,000. This bill, he 
said, was for the purpose of driviog 
wild-cat insurance companies from the 
state, aud to compel foreign companies 
to pay adequate taxes, and to afford a 
sufficient security to policy holders. 
The report of the state auditor Jast year 
showed that foreign insurance compa- 
nies had taken out of the state in prem- 
iums last year the sum of 85,037,003.01, 
and the ntt losses were 82 247,051 20. 
The taxes paid amounted to 883,702 19, 
leaving 
a 
net 
profit 
to 
tho 


companies 
of 
nearly 
two r.nd 


three-quarters millions 
of 
dolUrs. 


There were about one hundred and forty 
such companies doing business in the 
state, and if this bill bhonld lesome a 
law it would make it necessary for thc-m 
to invest over seven million dollars in 
real estate or securities in this state, 
subject to taxation, which would give 
the state and counties in the state an in- 
come from taxes tf over 8160,000 a year. 
If it should become a law, it wcaild 
lessen the rate of interest on mortgages 
on farm land?, and would afford pro- 
tection to policy holders, who, in xnauy 
esses, now are compelled to go out of 
the state to sue snoh companies. The 
latter had compelled residents of Indi- 
ana to go to foreign states to colieat 
their judgments, It was high time th-vt 
the paopla were receiving adequate pro- 
tection against and ri dress from these 
foreign insurance comp*uiei. 
Ifc was 


claimed this bill would drive insurance 
companies out of tbe state. If this 
were true, let them go, and let loaul 
companies take their place. 


Much discos-ion touk place upon it. 


Mr. Oupeuheim sai^ that he was sent 
here to do what, ia his judgment, was 
the best for the people of the fctate of In- 
diana, and be l.oliovod that this measure 
was not in the interests of the whole 
people. If this bill should become a la w 
it would keep many people from getting 
proper insurance. If it were passed, 
eaoh company would have to deposit 
850.000,presumably in Indianapolis, and 
the t jxes on it would go to Marion county 
only. Not onecentof this money would 
go to the other counties. Many of these 
foreign insurance companies had provi- 
sions in their charters that they should 
not make such deposits or investments, 
as are provided by the bill. If it should 
be enacted tho result must necessarily 
be that these companies wonld be driven 
from the state. He, personally, was in 
f *vor of a higher taxation of theee com- 
panies, so that the gross 
revenue 


to 
the 
state 
from 
them 
might 


be at least 8300,000, but this bill 
would not do that. It would drive 
reliable companies out to make way 
for wild-cat and 
irresponsible com- 


panies. There were only a very few 
companies now doing business here that 
had the confidence of tho people of the 
state. If the money was deposited, as 
provided by this bill, it would cost each 
company only about 850 in taxes. This 
was not the remedy for the existing 
evil; the way to get at it was to tax the 
gross earnings of these corporations in 
the state. Under the existiug condi- 
tions it was sometimes very difficult for 
great manufacturers to got enough in- 
surance on their buildings. Those who 
had largo interests would not care to 
take tho chances of insuring in local 
insurance companies. "It is radically 
wrong," he said, "that for tho purpose 
of gutting a few thousand dollars for 
Marion county, we should eoact snob 


legislation as will drive responsible 
companies from the state. If "y°a want 
to do the right thing, introduce a bill to 
tax the gross earnings of these com- 
panies and I will vote for it as cheer- 
fully as any man on this iloor." 


The iliscuBsioi continued aud would 


have listed all d'iy had not Mr. Faulk- 
ner mo^ed the previous question, say- 
iug that therrt had been "too much talk 
about the poor farmers." Mr. Cullop, 
as the author of tho bill, made the con- 
clndiug argument and tho report of the 
committee recommending tbe passage 
of the bill was concurred in.

This 
was not tbe remedy for the axiatiog 
evil; the way to get at it was to tax the 
groBS earnings of these corporations in 
the state. Under the existing condi- 
tions it was Bometimes very dimcult for 
great manufacturers to get enough in- 
surance on their Iraildinga. Those who 
had large interests would not care to 
take the chances of insuring in local 
insurance companies. "It IB radically 
wrong," ho &aid. "that for tho purpose 
of getting a few thousand dollars for 
Marion county, wo should enact snob.
